( subtitle - "letters from Bruxelles 11 ) by ABOU^IA Tamara abcrut the 
1958 World ^air in Bruxelfes published in Cina. 3>4>5*6 and 8 July'58. 

ABOLI^A Tanara is the chief constructor of Riga Hydrometeorological Equipment 
Plant. She spent almost two month in Bruxelles actively participating at the 
Soviet eiposition. 

Departed from Moscow by plane on 30 March and arrived via P/rague in Bruxelles at 
| 21:00. Spent the first night at soma newly built hotel but moved next day to a 

suburb of Bruxelles where she had lodging at the new apartment house of Soviet 
consular officials in Chateaux. 

She was employed at the Soviet stand "International Geophysical Year" which 
was located in the upper floor left. The "hit" of this stand was an automatic 
radiomet/eorological station. 

The/ article implies that T.A. was employed also as a guide - she writes about 
several occasions where she had talks with soma visitors, among them an old lady 
from Riga who had lived there long time ago. 

| As to the production on display which comes from Riga she writes: 

0 In the radiomanufacturing stand a large part was occupied by the radioreceivers 
of our VEF and A. POPOVS* radio plants, among them the new ones - "Kris tale" and 
"Festivals". The display in this stand was served by two our landsman*- employees 
of a/m plants 



Comment: the phrase "our landsmen" indicates here that they were Iatvlan3 , not 

Russians. 
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
